THK SENATE. 
VVashimoton, Jan u ary 13.- H anley 
presided ovar th# Senate to-day in the 
absence of Bhermau. 
Ingalls offered the following, which at 
hie request w u laid over for the present: 
Retained, T hat in th e opinion of the 
Senate, compulsory coinage of silver 
dollars, directed by th e law of February 
28, 1878, should not be suspnded until 
th e aggregate reaches the sum of five 
hundred million dollar*. 
Eustis gave notion th at on Monday 
next, at 2 o'clock, be would «all up 
Beck’s silver resolution with a view of 
making some remarks. 
On motion of Harrison, th e 
concurred in the House am endm ents to 
th e bill legalizing the T erritorial Legis­ 
lature of Wyoming. 
A t 2 o'clock Coke called up Book’s 
silver resolution and addressed th e Sen­ 
ate on it. 
T he queetion of the suspension of silver 
ooinage, Coke said, 
was one of snob 
transcendent impórtanos th a t th e argn 
mente of the President and Secretary of 
th e Treasury on the subject should be 
considered on their intrinsic m erits and 
should not be influenced by the fact 
th a t they were argum ents coming from 
high officers. 
The G overnm ent suspen­ 
sion Coke regarded as taatam o au t to be 
a complete stoppage of onr silver coin­ 
age. 
Silver, be said, bad not depreciat­ 
ed, 
but gold has risen in value. 
He 
showed by 
statistics th at in 
taking 
ninety of th e leading articlae of merch­ 
andise, there had beeh 
au 
average 
(all of 28 per oent, since 1870, while 
there 
had 
been 
a 
fall 
of only 
23 per oeat. in silver bullion. 
It wes, 
therefore, an abuse of the terms to say 
th a t silver had depreciated 
Silver non 
stituted one-half the quantity of all the 
coin in (he world, and th e stoppage of 
its coinage would deprive the w orld of 
oae-half of ite coin supply and would 
double the purchasing power of the 
other half. 
This would bo so enormous 
contraction. 
England's income from her 
foreign trade was $80,000,000 annually. 
She was a creditor country, and wanted 
her debtor» to pay bar in gold. 
T hat ia, 
aha wanted dear m oney—mousy th at 
would have th e largest pure baaing pow­ 
er. W hen Germany bad secured $1,200,­ 
000,000 of gold (rum France she de­ 
monetized silver for the same rsasoa 
th a t England had done. 
It was dona 
upon the cold calculation of self inti 
Ijm aame reason actuated the creditors 
of these United States. 
The 
•re btg banka and Urge bondholders 
_ it acama* silver was a tight against 
the people by the banka and boodhold 
ara. 
It was a fight against labor. 
Had 
Andrew Jaakson bean in the White 
House at any time siaee 1878 the silver 
qaestion would have been settled.

United States and would bava taken by 
the throat the conspiracy against those 
laws.

M r. Coke m ade no war on bondholders 
or on bank men. 
T hey were no worse 
and no butter than tb a average of men, 
but they sboald never be perm itted to 
dictate our financial policy against lha 
interest* of tha people.

This statem ent was made in 
th e face of the fact th a t in 1878 when 
th e coinage of silver was ordered there 
were in Ike United States only $244, - 
000,000 in gold, while to-day, acoording 
to the report of the Director of the 
M int, gold (bullion) in th e U nited States 
had increased to $808,000.000. so th at 
instead of th e silver ooinage having 
driven gold out of the country our sup­ 
ply of n Lad become trebled siaoe silver 
ooiuage bad commenced.

$2,000,000 a month. 
I t would take us 
fifteen years to get $876,000,000, which 
is less th an th e amount oluimod by any­ 
body to be the silver 
circalntion of 
France."

Coke reviewed the his­ 
tory of bond legislation to show that 
bonds ware payable in "coin" and th a t 
the joint resolution introduced in the 
asasion of 
1878 by 
Senator Stanley 
M atthews, and passed by two thirds of 
both booses of Congress, declared it to 
be entirely consistent w ith public faith, 
uader th e oontraot, to pay bonds in ail- 
var, hut nobody asked th at they be paid 
exclusively in silver. 
AI1 th a t was 
naked waa 
for our officer* to treat 
silver 
as 
they 
did 
gold. 
W e 
wanted 
no 
mote reports from them 
saying silver cannot be got into circula­ 
tion, when iu violation of law the T reas­ 
ury Departm ent refused to pay it out 
and allowsd bonds th at ooght to be paid 
to rentalu outstanding, while keeping 
locked in the vaulU of tb a T ieasury m il­ 
lions on millions that ought to ba in cir­ 
culation. 
The resolution offered by Edmund* 
was agrsed to, authorizing th* Secretary 
of the Senate to pay bills incurred in the 
attendance of Senatura at the funeral of 
th e late Vice-President Hendricks.

C ity or M exico, (via Galveston) Jan 
uary 13.—A memorial on the silver 
queetion haa been addressed to the Pick 
¡dent of tho Republic by th e Natiuual 
Chamber of Commerce. T he memoria 
states th a t while the causes of the de­ 
pression of silver are complicated and 
diffioalt to understand, th e danger U 
fully com prehended, and if the depres­ 
sion continues it m ust unavoidably ruin 
the m ining interests of Mexico and pro­ 
duce a widespread commercial crisis and 
moat sinister consequence*. 
More thau 
three-fourths of all the m erchandise that 
is im ported from Europe and th» United 
State* haa to be paid for in remittances 
of M exican dollars, because th e agricul 
tura! interests of the country are nut 
sufficiently developed to perm it of the 
exportation of products of th e soil ou a 
large scale. 
The memorial calls atten 
tioo to th e existence in various 8 tates of 
the R epublic of taxes ou th e circulation 
and exportation of money. 
The memo­ 
rial suggests aa remedies to diminish the 
danger of a crisis, the abolition of taxes 
' 
expert o í nature goods; that 
prompt sine sum* be taken to prevent the 
State government* from taxing the p ro 
ductiou of th e working people and the 
exportation o f agricultural and mining 
prodnote; that all Um burdens on ex­ 
ports be removed; th at Mexico join in 
the deliberations of the next Monetary 
Conference of the nation*; and, finally, 
that direct steam navigation ba estab­ 
lished between th e Pacific porta of Mex 
ico and those of Asia.

W o rk o n t h e T a p is f o r l*»e I n -

News Hems being a little acaroe yes- 
Í terday up to a lale hour, the eily inap is 
i apread before th e readers of the H rrald 
' thia morning and marka m ade thvreon of 
the lines of improvement either now nn- 
der way or aaon to be takeu up. 
There are several ao familiar to the 
minds of the people th at they may be 
passed over here. 
Such are the jail 
whioh the county is about to ereot on 
th e Coart H ouse hill, between New 
High and Fort streets. 
This will spend 
160,000 right ou th e spot, and the work 
will be under way in a short tim e. 
The 
grading it done, th e 
adopted, and 
bids will be advertised for eoon. 
Tbo 
Supervisors hope to have the work done 
by July, so ae to let M r. Phillips have 
poeeeetion of hie lot a t th a t time. 
There ie also th e City Hall, for which 
the bonds have been voted and for whloh 
the ground haa been scoured. 
These 
bonds will probably soon be sold. 
It is 
now mauy m onths since they were au­ 
thorized by 
a 
popular 
vote, 
and 
only 
the City 
Council 
could 
tell 
why 
there 
ie 
so 
long a 
dslay 
in selling them sad putting op the 
buildings. 
It w as pleaded at th e time 
by th e advocates of the bonds th s t the 
interest on tbsm would be so much leas 
thau the rents the city is paying that 
thare was a g reat economy to th e tax­ 
payers. 
If this be tru e it Is strange 
tb a t this m atter is not puslisd ahead 
sad this economy made a fact, whiob is 
alw ays so much batter th an a promise. 
But probably th e re will soon be a move 
inent in this direction. 
For the improvemeut of the water 
syetem outside of the distriot under the 
oare of the City W ater Company, there 
are alsojfcouds voted. 
T hese are bound 
up w itn b o se for the C ity Hall and will 
bs sold Mftb those. There will be 9220, 
000 to t|p n d in these two items and in 
the improvement of the sewerage system. 
A third pieoe of old news in th is line 
is th e paving of the streets in th e busi­ 
ness oenter. 
Five years ago there was 
hardly a bit of smooth, substantial side­ 
walk in tbe oity. 
Now Main street from 
the Fico House o ut to Second street has 
good sidewalks and these will soon be 
extended as far as Tenth. 
Indeed, out 
as far as Sixth 
street 
some 
enter­ 
prising 
property 
holders, 
as 
tbe 
Ksrekhoffs 
and 
others, 
have 
laid 
cemant sidewalks, aud by the end of 
the year sncb w alks should be laid cer­ 
tainly to tbe residence of Mr. O. VV. 
Childs, if not all the way to Washington 
street, a t this great thoroughfare is ao 
alm ost unbroken line of handsome dwel­ 
lings along tb at eutire distance on both 
sides of the street. 
The owners of the 
famous Childs' tract, below Main street 
out as fsr as Eleventh and Twelfth, 
set an example worth following in the 
fine etreets, and sidewalks they are pre­ 
paring to lay in front of every one of the 
200 lots in th a t traoi, 
Spring street was 
in tb e same deplorable plight until with­ 
in a recent period. 
Now there are good 
sidewalk* out almost to Third street, 
and the good work should be pushed 
along with vigor until, trom junction to 
junotioD, there shall be a good w alk in 
front of each of tbs charming homes 
along the whole line. 
Loe Angeles street, too, baa made a 
good beginning and work should not 
■top nor even alack on that fine thor­ 
oughfare. 
W hen it ie opened tbrongh 
to Alameda, as it will be soon, there 
will no doubt be an acceleration in this 
bnainesa on Los Angeles street. 
Temple street has good sidewalks on 
both aides out to tbe eleotric light mast, 
at th e Bunker H ill avenue oroasing. Fort 
street is another of the tine residence 
highways where good work is doing ie 
this line. 
T here should be m iles of 
cem ent sidewalks laid in ths central 
portion of th e city before December 
Slat, ISM. 
I t is hard to indicate just 
w hat will be done, but much should be 
done, and no doubt a good deal will be 
done.

T h e 014 H o a rd a f E d a e a lle n a n d 
tie (,'rltle s, 
K u ito r H k h a ld :—In r committee re­ 
p ort adopted by the retiring members 
of th e Board of Education, justifying 
themselves for employing a C ity Super 
intendent of Schools who had no certifi­ 
cate, the following language occurs: 
“ In the meantime this Board has been 
subjected to harsh and ignorant oriti* 
uisin in regard to the matter, and it haa 
been claimed th at the law require* that 
tbe Superintendent m ust personally have 
been a teacher in th s city schools and 
the bolder of a certificate." 
Harsh some of th e criticism may have 
been, but that it wa* ignorant oriticiam 
is an insult to hundreds of intelligent 
citizens who have justly censured this 
action of th e Board. 
Last September tb s City Board of E d ­ 
ucation employed, by telegraph, a gen­ 
tleman living in Iowa to fill this so- 
called position of City Superintendent. 
T hat the law did require him to be th e 
holder of a oity or county certificate, 
tbe Board ought to have known. 
T hat 
he bad none, the Board knew 
Yet, 
notw ithstanding this, be wav allowed to 
fill the position for four months and was 
paid from the common school fond. T hat 
this was illegal oannot tx- denied by any 
ona acquainted w ith the lew in the case. 
Ae e m atter of faot, there is no such 
office as Superintendent of >the City 
Schools. 
The oity charter reeognizea 
no such officer, and the Board of Educa­ 
tion haa no power to create offioes. 
[Tbe Board did oreate tb e office of 
Superintendent's Clerk, salary 960 per 
m onth. | 
There is suoh s position In oity schools 
as Supervising Teacher, and the author­ 
ity to appoint vueh is found in Seetion I 
of the Act creating the City 
Board of 
Education, approved February 24, 1872, 
which says: 
"T hey (tbe City Board of 
Education! may delegate to any teacher 
of the public sc bools of the oity such of 
their powers and duties in relation to 
the interior management of said schools 
as they in their discretion shall deem 
proper." 
The school law recognizes no 
one as teacher in the nubiic schools an- 
less he is the holder of oity, county or 
S tate oertifioate in full force and effect. 
The Board in 
paying M r. 
Friesner 
from the school fund clearly violated 
the law. 
The County Superintendent 
io conniving a t and allowing each use of 
the sohool fund violate* the law and 
leaves himself liable to indictm ent. 
The 
sohool law requires th a t every teacher 
*u th e pablic schools must before ca­ 
mming charge of a school file his certi­ 
ficate with tb e County 8 a peri n tendea t. 
The County Superintendent very well 
knew tbet Mr. F. bad not complied w ith 
the law.
